amendment must, be ranked in 
importance with the most 
far- 
reaching ever submitted to it, 
yet the majority of the court in 
those cases assigned no reasons 
for their conclusions. The briefs 
of counsel, 
the 
ablest of the 
United States bar, raised ques­ 
tions of the most serious charac­ 
ter, involving the very structure 
of the government, but the de­ 
cision remained largely silent up­ 
on them. A considerable profes­ 
sional opinion supported the con­ 
tention, for example, that there 
are implied limits to the amend­ 
ing power, and that to confer the 
police power of the states upon 
the Federal government 
so 
al­ 
tered the intended structure of 
the system as to transcend those 
limits. The court uttered no dic­ 
ta whatever on this proposition. 
¡The decisions are, in fact, so lack­ 
ing in reasoned conclusions that 
the principles ure left in douht, 
requiring much additional litiga­ 
tion upon the manifold aspects 
of the amendment and the Vol­ 
stead law. 
A reasoned opinion 
is calcu­ 
lated not only to satisfy parties 
at interest, but, 
in 
elucidating 
the principles, it serves the high­ 
ly desirable purpose of discour­ 
aging needless 
litigation. 
Its 
value is considered 
to justify 
provisions in some of our state 
constitutions making it manda­ 
tory upon the courts.
